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MURDER THREAT TO 
REMAINING JEWS 


‘Nazi Fury Over U.S.A. 
Appointment 


A vicious threat to exterminate every remaining 
Jew in Europe was the immediate Nazi reaction 
to the announcement made last week of Dr. 
isadore Lubin’s appointment as American repre- 
sentative to the Moscow Three-Power Reparation 
Commission. 

The official German News Agency circulated 
the following statement: “ Roosevelt's admission 
that he and his accomplice Churchill undertook in 
Yalta to surrender German prisoners of war as 
slaves to the Soviet Union is all part of the 
devilish Jewish plan. We shall, however, 
thorotghly upset the machinations of these slave- 
drivers of the Jewish International, Are these 
international criminals under the impression that 
we have no means of retaliation? In this respect 
they will be taught a lesson, too. 

* Above all, we shall make every Jew who is 
now in, or falls into, our hands pay for all the 
others. When this war comes to an end there 
will be no more Jews in Europe.” 

German newspapers followed up this vile 
attempt at intimidation by such headlines as: 

“The Jew Isadore Lubin as chief slave-driver 
in Germany,” * Roosevelt appoints a. Stock 
Exchange Jew to be Provost of Germany,” 
“ Moscow Committee for Slavery.” 


The American Announcement 


In announcing Dr. Lubin’s appointment (briefly 
reported: in our columns lai week), Mr. Edward 
R. Stettinius, U.S. Secretary of State, declared : 

“As a first step in the implementation of the 
decision taken. at Yalta to * exact reparations § in 
kind for the destruction wrought by the Germans, 
it is agreed that a commission should be estab- 
lished in. Moscow to consider the extent and 
methods for exacting compensation. 

* Dr. Lubin has a long and distinguished record 
of .Government service and is an. outstanding 
economist and statistician, During the war he 
has been on leave from his post as Commissioner 
of Labour Statistics to serve on the White House 
staff. He is chief of the Statistical Analysis Divi- 
sion.of the Munitions Assignment Board, unde: 
the combined Chiefs of Staff, and is an alternate 
member of the War Production Board, I am. sure 
that he will make a valuable contribution to the 
initial work of developing a sound programme 
of reparation.”

Further Consultation in 
New York 


The Board of Deputies held its monthly meeting 
at Woburn House, Upper Woburn Place, last 
Sunday, with Prof. S. Bropetsky (Leeds, United), 
the President, in the chair, 

Replying to a questioner—Mr. H. HoopermMan 
(Wembley District}h—-who asked whether he had 
any comment to make on a statement made by 
Mr. Leonard Stein, President of the A.J.A., and 
reported in THe Jewish CHRONICLE, as follows: 

“Mr, Stein said that the Board of Deputies was a 
voluntary deliberative body and it was Quite wrong to suggest 
that just because the Board had passed a resolution on any 
matter, the rest of the community had got to keep silent,” 
Professor Brodetsky said that every body which 
was not a Government was technically a voluntary 
body, and the Board was, therefore, in that sense 
a “ voluntary” body. But, of course, the Board 
had been recognised in many ways by Govern- 
ment Departments and even im certain legislation 
as representing the interests of the Jews of this 
country, and it was very, well known that the 
Board. represented the Jews all over the country 
in a way~<that no other body did.

THE ZIONIST BUDGET 
Estimates of £4,000,000 


The Zionist Budget of £4,000,000, just approved 
by the Smaller Actions Committee (our Jerusalem 
correspondent cables) is*gencrally acclaimed as an 
all-time recocd, There ate some, however, who, 
voicing a. more realistic assessment, have pointed 
out that it is true that. this is an all-time record, 
but only from the point of view of the bare 
figures, since the’ real value of the purchasing 
power of the pound with regard to many of the 
essentia! materials needed to carry the Zionist 
tasks has decreased in the war period even more 
than the budget had increased. 

This ss especially true with regard to such 
main budgetary itlems. as colonisalion, immigra- 
tion, housing for immigrants and refugees, and 
new burdens brought. about by war conditions, 
rescue and relief of European Jewry 
and the setilement of ex-Servicemen 

But. it must be borne in mind that the Agency's 
budgetary proposals are based on the prospects 
of income estimated by those who are in respon- 
sible positions in various countries, and who. on 
their part, depend on the generosity and  under- 
standing of their respective Jewries, so thal criti- 
cism serves to show that Jewry as a whole, and 
especially in the Anglo-Saxon countries, although 
politically identifying iteelf- with the Zionrst 
demands, has. not yet sufficiently mobilised its 
resources for a@ realistic backing of these demands

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PARLIAMENT 
PEERS ON WAR CRIMINALS 


There were references to crimes against the Jews 
in the House of Lords’ debate on Tuesday, raised 
by Lord Addison. He asked the Government about 
the nature of the poceee to be taken to secure 
the punishment of such major criminals as Hitler 
and Mussolini. He also pointed out that class two 
criminals consisted of those who had commitied 
their offences in occupied countries and not in their 
own country. He could not, however, pass over 
what had happened in Germany with regard to the 
Jews. There had been wholesale deporiations and 
massacres by Germans in Germany of Jews who 
were German subjects and he would like to know 
whether arrangements were in contemplation for 
dealing with offenders of this class. 

The Lord Chancellor here intervened and satisfied 
Lord Addison bY saying that upon the defeat of 
Germany the Allie 
and tribunals to deal with such people. 

The Earl of Perth urged that all those responsible 
for acts of caiculated savagery in occupied terri- 
tories. for the holding and execution of innocent 
hostages. for brutality in concentration and 


‘prisoners’ camps and for the massacres and tortures 


of people of the Jewish race whether inside or out- 
side Germany must not be allowed to escape the 
penalties of their crimes. 

Viscount Cecil referred to the major criminals 
and said that undoubtedly the great horrors at 
Maidanek were ordered and directed from head- 
quarters. 

Lord Wright, who was appointed six weeks ago 
as Chairman of the United Nations War Crimes 
Commission, said the Commission regarded itself 


as being essentially engaged in the execution of, 


justice. It was not a vindictive body. His asso- 
cates on the Commission had a profound desire to 
achieve justice so that this time there should be 
no fiasco, no failure of justice, no immunity granted 
th those malefactors. According to figures com- 
piled by the Americans, 1,750,000 persons had been 
done to death in the brick gas chambers that had 
been examined lately. That was no accidental act 
but was part of a deliberate scheme. It was 
repeated in different places in the same way. 

The Lord Chancellor (Viscount Simon) referred 
to the fact that the real offences which the whole 
free world knew had been commitied by the major 
criminals were not limited to the war period. Some- 
thing had been said that afternoon about the terrible 
malireatment Of the Jews. Much of that was be- 
fore the war had begun. Moreover, in many cases 
this maltreatment had been done by the high 
authority of the German Government. The declara- 
tion stood of the author of “‘ Mein Kampf” in 
reference to German Jews who were his . fellow- 
countrymen: “* You may have shown for years past 
your strict support of the German Siate and acted 
with loyalty to the German State,” yet that did not 
save them from this abominable, calculated. pro- 
longed campaign of atrocity against a set of people 
whose only crime was that they belonged to a par- 
ticular race. He did not think that when tac world 
took upon itself to try to clear up this ghastly 


‘Situation it was going to fail to observe those things 


though those things were strictly outside what might 


-- bé called war crimes. 


“THE NAVY’S HERE!” 


Jewish Officer’s Part in Norway 
Rescue Feat 


A stirring story of an heroic and hazardous 
adventure by units of the Royal Navy and Royal 
Canadian Navy was revealed this week by the 
Admiralty, when i re- 
leased details of the 
rescue by three British 
and one Canadian 
destroyer of 525 hunted 
Norwegiun men, 
women, children 
from under the noses 
of the Germans in a 
Nazi-held Norwegian 
fiord, in Arctic waters. 
The four destroyers 
penetrated eight miles 
up the  fiord and 
brought off the beaches 
the Norwegian patriots 
who ‘had defied Ger- 
man efforts to put them in the slave-labour gangs. 
In a neighbouring fiord were armed German ships, 
but they suspected nothing of the rescue operations. 

One of the four destroyers was the Zealous, 
commanded by Commander R. F. Jessel, D.S.O., 
D.S.C. and Bar, who has won his awards during 
this war for gallantry and distinguished service in 
various theatres of operations. : 

Commander Jessel described the rescue, which 
took place after a man in a boat had fired a Verey 
light asa signal. It was, he said, one of the most 
impressive sights he had ever seen, as the Nor- 
wegian men and women, carrying their babies and 
their few belongings, came down the snowy slopes 
of the mountains on skis to the waiting boats. It 
took three hours to complete the task, and, as they 
had civilians on board, the destroyers had to slip 
away without risking battle with enemy craft.

Board from sending messages of grectines; but that in each 
case the invitation cither to send a representative or a 
message should be considcted and agreed to by the Board.” 

The Commitiee also recommended that an 
application for representation on the Board be 
granted to the Federation of Jewish Youth Societies, 
who would be permitted one Deputy. 

Another paragraph recorded a decision to defer 

for a more appropriate time, because of paper and 
staff difficulties, the issuing of a regular bulletin 
on the Board's activities. 
_ fa connection with the paragraph dealing with 
mvnations to the Board to send fraternal dele- 
Bates, Mr. Harry Myer (Cannon Street Road) 
moved ns reference back, because he thought that 
the sending of fraternal delegates was a good and 
useful work which maintained the connection 
between the Board and those groups of the com- 
munity which carried out in a practical way the 
policy laid down by the Board. 

Dr. Epstein said it was in order to safeguard 
the dignity of the Board that he had brough; for- 
ward the proposal. 

The President said he did not think they wanted 
the Board pushed into the position of having to 
send representatives to every littl society in the 
country, as it now tended to be, But as the pro- 
posal was not clear, it seemed to him that it would 
be a good thing if the paragraph went back to 
the Committee for clarification’ 

The Board agreed.

JewisH CHRONICLE gave them reports of the pro- 
ceedings and it was the duty of the individual 
Deputies to supplement this by reporting person- 
ally to their constituencies, other members. includ- 
ing Mr. Sol Joserus (United Synagogue) and Mr.

rcpresentations deemed necessary 

** This proposal was cabled to the American Jewish Con- 
ference. and in the light of thew reply—which sugeesited a 
mecting of the repfesentatives of the three bodies in New 
York about April 10—a cable has becn dispatched indicating 
that the Board was prepared to send representatives for 
the suggested mecting ... and again ured&e the adoption, 
in addition. of the previous proposal of a mecting on a 
broader basis in New York about mid-Apri!.” 

They were awaiting a reply to that cable. The 
Secretary of the Board and two other. representa- 
tives would go for the meeting on April 10 and 
be available if the further meeting were agreed to. 

Mr. Reupen LiesermMan (Brighton and Hove) 
moved the-report of the Defence Commitiec in 
the absence of Mr. Gordon LIVERMAN, 
(Dublin United). 

Mr. Leo Exton (United Synagogue), in the dis- 
cussion, raised the question: of a Zionist pamphiet 
issued in Glasgow, which he suggested (as he had 
previously done at question-time) was an unwise 
publication which merited the attention of the 
Defence Committec. 

Mr. Lieberman, as in his answer at question- 
(ime, reiterating that the Defence Committee did 
not regard it. as. coming within its purview, an 
attitude in which he was supported by the 
President, among others. 

Mr. Lieberman, dealing with a question by Dr, 
Myer Conen (Walthamstow), said - they tried. to 
meet ignorance, which was the basis of  anti- 
Semitism,. and there were already in existence 80 
pamphiets published by the Defence Committee 
dealing with anti-Semitism ‘from all angles. 

The report was adopted. 

A vote of condolence was passed .on the death 
of Alderman Sarah Laski, of Manchester, and a 
tribute was paid to her memory by Prof, Brodeisky.

WORLD JEWISH CONGRESS 
“ Sound and Fury, Signifying Nothing ” 


From Dr. CAINER 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu Crronicie 


Sin,—As a result of a prominently displayed 
announcement in the columns of Tue Jewrsn 
Curonicitr I attended a mecting convened in 
Leeds, concerning the “ World Jewish Congress.” 
{ went with an open mind, naturally curious 
about this portentously . designated organisation, 
which, i would seem, is, for the Jewish public 
of England, wrapped in mystery owing to a con- 
spiracy of silence. Indeed, more than one speake: 
Openly proclaimed that it was because of this 
news-starvation of the community by whal was 
at first discreetly termed the “ Anglo-Jewish “ 
press, but later more boldly pronounced to be 
THe Jewisn that the WJI.C. were pu! 
to the painful necessity of holding -such pwhblic 
meetings at all! 

The meeting consisted of a lengthy description 
of the recent conference of the World Jewish Con- 
gress at Atlantic City, related with the cloquepce 
and oratory we expect from the Rev. Dr. 
Cohen, of Birmingham, all of which (with the 
possible exception. of some -rheiorical passages 
from the speech to the Conference of Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann) was perfectly familiar to me through 
the long and detailed report on page 12 of Tin 
Jewrsn CuHronicre of January 26. 

This was followed by a vague and platitudinous 
oration on the somewhat irrelevant, themes of 
democracy, unity, and other high-sounding ideals 
by Mr. S. S. Silverman, M.P., which. included— 
besides an entirely pointless story about the work- 
ing-man who smashed a meAl-pic, presumably a 
trefa one, and therefore receiving us desceris—a 


declaration that he was not a believer in “ static 
Jewish religion,” whatever this may convey to 
Mr, Silverman, surely a not very convincing 
reason for a self-constituted claim to be repre- 
sciative and spokesman of Klal Yisrael 

The highlight of the proceedings, however, came 
when the speaker, overcoming a temporary modes 
reluctance from the chairman, launched into a 
passionate denunciation of THe Jewish 
and ts attitude to the Congress, Owing, he thun- 
dered, to the ignorance in the public mind through 
is suppression of the facts (this could only mean 
owing to the absence of front-page publicity and 
banner headlines, for the “ facts ” were reported), 
he would challenge anyone jin the room to ‘say. 
before this meeting, how many delegates were 
actually at the Atlantic Cuy Conference! 


Incidentally, none of my. neighbours could te!! 
me offhand how many delegates attended the last 
Zionist Congress, or how many will atiend the 
much-publicised San Francisco Conference of the 
United Nations. This lamentable discovery - must 
also, presumably, be laid at the door of Ter 
Jewish CHRONICLE. 

Enthusiastic questioners rose to demand. what 


punishment or mode of suppression could be 


applied to this offending journal, and Mr. Silver- 
‘man darkly hinted in reply that monopolists who 
abused their trust meet their retribution at the 
hands of. an outraged public. There was almos: 
a hint of the approach of a night of long knives. 

Many prosciytes were made to the cause of 
Congress, many sinners underwent conversion. 
and supporting resolutions floated nebulously in 
the air. In fact, a good time was had by all.

Mr. Jung, in which he 
stated that Mr. M. H. Davis no longer represents 
the Federation on their Commitice and that his 
place as Vice-President of the Board and Executive 
member had been filled by the Federation's new 
President, Mr. Aaron Wright.

Staff Demand Wage lncreases 


Mr. Landau reported on certain proceedings 
between the Board and the shochetim and 
shomerm.

Myron C. Taylor as representative of the United 
States Government on the Inter-Governmental 
Committee on Refugees was announced by Secre- 
tary of State — % R. Stettinius at his press 
conference last week. eee 

Mr. Harrison, formerly Commissioner of Immi- 

ation and Naturalisation of the Department of 

ustice, is leaving for London immediately to 

confer with officials of the Inter-Governmental 
Committee regarding the Commitice’s plans to 
care for the racial, religious, and political refugees 
who cannot return to their homes. _ Increasing 
numbers of racial, religious, and political refugees 
are now being liberated by the Allied Armies, and 
the number to be cared for by the Committee may 
eventually exceed 1,000,000. 

The membership of the Inter-Governmental 
Committee now includes 36 Governments. The 
representatives of Brazil, Canada, Czechoslovakia, 
France, Great Britain, Mexico, the Netherlands, 
USS.R., and the U.S. constitute an_ enlarged 

_executive committee. 


THE MAURITIUS REFUGEES | 


In answer to a question regarding the Mauritius 
refugees, Mr. Shertok, at a recent press conference 
in Jerusalem, said that it was regrettable that the 
authorities had decided to includé them inthe 
monthly rate of 1,500, out of the total quota of 
10,300, reports Palcor, This necessitated the with- 
drawal of certificates from other countries to which 
they had already been allocated. The Jewish 
Agency had got in touch with the South African 
Zionist Federation, and had asked them to corh- 
municate with refugee relicf organisations with a 
view to expediting the departure of the refugees 
in Mauritius.

had no alternative but to enter Switzerland, must 
be admitted. The rationing system in Switzerland 
was applied equally to everybody. The Swiss Gov- 
ernment had set an example which, he thought, 
could be followed in other countries. For example, 
a conference was held at Montreux attended by 
400 people in which the Government itself, refugee 
organisations, and representatives of the refugees 
themselves all participated, and spoke in heart-to- 
heart fashion what they thought, the refugees 
being given the opportunity of telling the Govern- 
ment what they themselves thought their future 
should be. He believed that it was a unique thing 
in refugee history that the refugees’ themselves 
were consulted 

Dealing with the important question of the 
possibility of rescue werk, Mr. Goodman said he 
had been told by M. Musy, the former President 
of Switzerland and Federal Councillor, who, i 
was. known, had certain Fascist tendencies, that 
Himmler had never agreed with the extermination 
policy of the Jews, and that Huler and Himmler 
had disagreed on this subject. 

Anybody, declared Mr. Goodman, who, because 
of his political views, prejudiced the possibility 
of saving more Jews from Nazi Europe, would 
one day have to givea account 


to the Almighty. (Applause.) 

As a fact, said Mr. Goodman, M. Musy brought 
1,200 Jews from Theresienstadt to the frontier and 
he had brought six refugees from different con- 
centration camps in Germany to the frontier, M. 
Musy had told him that there were still 500,000 
to 600,000 Jews in Germany of all nationalities. 
At least half, however, of these people would not 
see the Peace, but would die in the general upset 
which would take place. Therefore they must use 
whoever could save Jews from Germany—he did 
not care if it wefe Haman. (Applause.) 

M. Musy, Mr. Goodman told the gathering, was 
now in Germany, and the head of the Inter- 
national Red Cross, Dr. Burckhardt, had also 
gone to Berlin, ostensibly to arrange for the 
exchange of French prisoners. He had spoken 
with him and had reason to believe that he would 
also raise this acute question of letting the refugees 

Mr. Goodman said he would like to see a repre-. 
sentative of the British Foreign Office in Berne 
whose specific task it shoukd be to’ deal with the 
problem of refugees and relief. The American 
War Refugee Board had a man like it in Berne. 
There was still a chance of saving people: Even 
after the war, Switzerland would be the only 
country im Europe to which people would be able 
to transmugrate and tens of thousands of refugees 
would clamour. at the Swiss frontiers to come in. 

sir George Jones, M.P., said he would put down 
a question in the House asking if the Government 
would send a fepresentative to Berne to. deal 
especially with the refugee problem. (Applause.) 


In view of the many reports circulated about 
Prof. Burckhardt’s visit to Germany, the Professor 
has issued the following official statement: 

“As President of the International Red Crass 
Commitiee, I have lately had. discussions with 
German officials on the organisation of food 
transport, medical. supplies, and clothing for 
prisoners of war and internees of all nationalities, 
as well as on the possibiliiy of certain exchange 
measures. Any other reports. on my vist to 
Germany are pure inventions,” 


JEWISH RELIEF UNITS FOR 
ABROAD 


Third Unit Leaving for Holland 


Jewish Commitiee for Relief Abroad, which 
Dag in January, 1943, and which works im 
conjunction with Unrra, has already semt two 
relief units to liberated countries. On Sunday 
evening the Anglo-Palestinian Ciub gave a recep- 
tion to the members of the third unit that is 
shortly leaving for Holland. 

Mrs. Barnett Janner, who presided in_ the 
absence of indisposition, 
wished the Unit t of 

Professor Norman Bentwich, Vice-Chairman of 
the Jewish Committee for Relief Abroad, said 
that he had returned from Palestine and had 
seen one of the Jewish relief units in Cairo. Their 
first Jewish relief unit got to Egypt about a year 
ago, where they did some good work in the 
refugee camps. The members of that team were 
now in Italy, and had had an opportunity of help- 
ing their own Jewish people. ey were working 
with a highly skilled group from the American 
Joint Distribution Committee. This work of giv- 
ing relief required infinite patience, infinite self- 
sacrifice, and devotion. The second group, 
which was supposed to have gone to Greece but 
was held up for political reasons, were now wait- 
ing in Cairo and would probably join up with the 
other group in Italy, with a small group from 
Palestine. They hoped that this third unit, which 
was going out to Holland, would have an early 
opportunity of bringing special help to their own 
Jewish communities, 

Good Impression Abroad 


English Jews had a fine tradition of looking 
after refugees, said Professor Bentwich, and it 
was a great thing now that the community was 


showing that it was taking part in the direct work . 


of relief. He knew from the many little experi- 
ences what a great impression their units had 
made on the ‘Jewish communities in Egypt and 
in Eretz. Yisrael. 

Mrs. Asenath Petrie, Hon. Secretary of the 
Jewish Committee for Relief Abroad, said that 
Judaism always stressed the idea of personal 
service such as service in these units involved. 
They had had 600 volunteers, 300 of whom were 
aliens, and quite a number were enemy aliens, For 
the moment they could not use the services of 
enemy aliens, Their committee had started a 
clothing campaign, and 15 organisations which 
had the machinery for collecting clothing had 
come together to collect and distribute. She 
appealed for volunteers for all branches of the 
Committee’s work. Some of those engaged in this 
work, said Mrs. Petrie, were extremely orthodox 
and some extremely liberal. They had extreme 
Zionists and those who were not Zionist, but there 
was co-operation and a genuine attempt to under- 


stand each other's viewpoint. 


Mr. Shalom» Markovitch, speaking on behalf of 


‘the members of the third relief unit, said that 


besides the ordinary job of relief which the unit 
hoped te do, they hoped to dé something more— 
give their stricken Jewish brethren hope for the 
future and give them back their Jewish dignity 
and seli-respect.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK - 


Shabbat Hagadol 


ANY explanations have been offered tor the 
M name Shabbat Hagadol, but perhaps the truest 
one has been overlooked. Might it not mean 
simply that so rent is the Sabbath that it can 
rightly be considered as the main cause of our 
national survival? It will be remembered that, 
according to the Midrash, it was primarily due to 
their observance of the Sabbath that Isracl was 
redeemed from the house of bondage. Thanks to 
the logical pleading of Moses with Pharaoh to 
release his Jewish slaves from their enforced labour 
on the seventh day, on the grounds that otherwise 
they would die of sheer fatigue, the Israelites were 
able to hallow the day God sanctified at the com- 
letion of Creation. roughout their generations, 
sraclites true to their faith have made every pos- 
sible sacrifice to keep the Sabbath and thus help 
to plant a bit of heaven on earth. 

The Sabbath before Pesach is to remind mankind 
to appreciate the earliest institution of Judaism, a 
day which has been among the foremost of our gifts 
to civilisation. Israel's teachers have done their 
best to emphasise its importance. Moses called it 
“the sign ” of the covenant made between Isracl 
and his Creator, and his successors have trans- 
formed it into a day of spiritual regeneration, of 
study and devotion, delight and edification. Turn 
to the Amidot for this day and you will there read 
such glowing descriptions as “the most desirable of 
days,” “them that find delight in it shall inherit 
glory for everlasting; they that taste it (the Sab- 
bath) are worthy of. life,” and that “ Abraham was 
glad, Isaac rejoiced, Jacob and his sons rested 
thereon,” for the day is “ a rest granted in generous 
love, a true and a faithful rest, a perfect rest where- 
in Thou delightest.” Finally, “ let Thy children 
perceive and know that this their rest is from Thee, 
and that by their rest they may hallow Thy name.”’ 


S it not a thousand pities that such an important 
source for Jewish survival is now being allowed 
to run dry? The result is apathy towards all the 
permanent values of our faith, a dehydration of 
Mitzvot, a reduction of the ideal Jewish home into 
a glorified residential hotel devoid of religious 
practice and above all, a smug complacency 
towards all educational effort and a lamentable 
trifling with Jewish education. 
One of the main values of the Sabbath in the 
home was that it served as such.an important educa- 


tional factor in the lives of parents and children. . 


It was the only day for most parents when they 
could devote: time to their children, going over 
with them what they had learnt during the week 
in Cheder and reciting with them the current Sidra 
and Haftara—an exercise which they enriched by 
many fascinating legends from the Midrash and 
delightful observations of the many commentators 
to whom the Torah was a life’s study. When the 
child saw that his father took Hebrew studies 
seriously, then his own zeal for learning was 
increased and his respect for the teacher multiplied. 
This day also fostered family unity and a strong 
communal sense, increasing feelings of charity 
towards all and implanting ideals of self-sacrifice, 
beauty. and a poetic, spiritual conception towards 
life. When the child saw his father eulogising his 
mother by reciting the Eshet Hayil in her honour, 
as @ tribute to her labours in ushering in the Sab- 
bath, his own sense of chivalry towards womanhood 
erew by what it fed on. 


T cannot be stated too often that the profanation 
of the Sabbath is. primarily responsible for the 
miserable state of Judaism in most communities 
to-day. Man has become more prosaically-minded 
and less content because he has thrust aside the 
day specially consecrated to joy and intellectual 
pursuits. Whatever criticism can be levelled against 
this day, that of being a day of gloom and restric- 
tions is the most undeserved. On the contrary, 
everything mournful has been banished at its 
advent; no mourning customs are kept and all 
penitential passages must be omitted from the 
liturgy. The bulk of its regulations is designed 
to render its observers happy, to allow divine peace 
to enter the human heart, to purify the will morally 
in keeping with the basic nature of the Jewish reli- 
gion, and to breathe forth the spirit of fervent joy 
in God and the Torah. The Sabbath seeks to give 
refreshmeni to the fatigued body and resilience to 
the jaded spirit. 

In addition, there are a thousand and one other 
reasons why the seventh day of rest should be 
observed faithfully. The very fact that all those 
who wished to destroy Judaism sought to abolish 
the Sabbath as a day of rest is strong proof of its 
power to knit and strengthen the dispersed commu- 
nities the world over. Moreover, if the Holy One 
himself decreed the necessity of rest and kept this 
command by personal example, surely it behoves 
those frail mortals coined in His image to rest 
likewise? Since manual Jabour on six days of the 
week has been raised to the level of a command, 
occupying a larger place in the Decalogue than any 
other, it is the duty of the worker to stop one day 
in seven in order to acquire greater strength with 
which to carry on his work after the Sabbath. 


It is not too much to claim that the world owes — 


many of its blessings to the idea of the Jewish 
Sabbath. One can understand the indignation 
expressed the other day in Eretz Yisrael by a promi- 
nent Rabbi at seeing so many of our corecligionists 
there wilfully desecrating the Shabbat. What a 
constitution is to nations and world-powers, so the 
Sabbath is to the Jewish people. Destroy the 
constitution, and that way anarchy lies. To be true 
to its charge of being “a Kingdom of priests and a 
holy nation,” Israel is reminded on this ‘ Great 
Sabbath” heralding Pesach that all the Sabbaths 
during the year are great and that, to quote the 
Talmud, “ if we all kept only two Sabbaths in the 
proper manner, we should be hastening the coming 
of the Messiah.”

TRANSJORDAN PROTESTS ABOUT 


“PETTY STATES” 


_ Samir Pasha Rifai, the Prime Minister of Trans- 
jordan, in a statement to press representatives last 
week, declared that it was paradoxical that petty 
States which had not contributed to the war effort 
had been invited to the San Francisco Conference, 
while no such invitation had been extended to 
Transjordan. He added that his Government had 
sent a sharp protest to the sponsoring Powers 
against their failure to invite Transjordan. 

_*,*Transjordan occupies $2,000 square kilometres. five- 
sixths of which is uncultivated land. It has approximately 
300,000 inhabitants, half of whom are Beduins and the rest 
shepherds, ruled by the Emir Abdullah. The country has 
not a single industrie! plant. and only two hospitais, which 
are maintained by the British. Nine-tenths of the budget 
covered by the British Treasury. and the Transjordan 
Fronicr Force is maintained by the Palestine Government. 


THE A.J.A. PALESTINE 
MEMORANDUM

To the Editor of Tue Jewisn CuHronicie 
Str,—The apologia of which Mr. Stein delivered 


himself at Golders Green is too evasive to escape 
challenge. He told his audience that, since the 
Board and the AJ.A, could not agree on a 
— respecting Palestine, “each body pub- 
is OWN programme. Was that all the 
AJA. did? And who objected to the AJ.A. pub- 
lishing its own programme on Palestine? Nobody, 
so far as am aware. Serious exception was 
taken to ‘the intention -of this small dissident 
group, now carried out, to make a separate 
approach to the Government. Mr. Stein com- 
pletely obscures the issue when he mentions the 
publishing of a programme and glosses over the 
real gravamen of complaint. 

He further obscures the issue when he makes play with 
the fact that the A.J.A. advocated a larec Jewish immigra- 
ion and self-government, and “* so he did not know what all 
the quarrel was about.” I invite him to answer this plain 
question: if there was no vital difference between the 
Board's programme and that of the A J \.. why a separate 
approach to the Government? Surely. it were absurd to 
request the Colonial Secretary to receive a Jewish deputa- 
tion for the purpose of hearing that a minority differed 
from the majority on a few trifling details’ 

Mr. Stein has too exact a knowledge of Zionism not to 
know “what all the quarrel was about.” He knows full 
well that talk of large Jewish immigration into Palcstine 
is Musory, as it has proved to be siftce the issuc of the 
Balfour Declaration, without the control in Jewish hands. 
Why, then, does he shirk the truce issue and take cover 
Behind loose phrases about “* facilities for the setticment of 
as many Jews as desired to settle in Palestine *’? 

Some of us at least have learnt that no reliance can be 
placed upon Governmental assurances of “ facilities *’ where 
Jews are concerned The Mandate placed upon Britain 
the duty to faciitate Jewish immigration under suitable 
conditions.””. For all that, “ ilicgal immierants.”’ ficecing 
from death at the hands of the Nazis, sought asylum in 
Palestine, and 1,400 of them have been interned in Mauritius 
since December 1940, as though they wete danecrous 
criminals The, 769 passengers of the Struma are resting 
on the bed of the ocean because they were denied admit- 
tance into the lewish National Home. The A_J_A may have 
forgotten these tragic facts. Ziomists are painfully conscious 
of them; that is why ther know on'v too well “ what ail 
the quarrel was about.” ; 

Equally ¢vasive was his reply to the questioner about the 
\.].A.. not submitting to the majority decision of the Board. 
In his answer he is reported to have said, “ The Board of 
Deputics was a voluntary deliberative ‘body, and it was 
quite wrong to suggest that just because the Board had 
passed a resolution on any matter the rest of the community 
had got to keep silent."". But who has ever claimed that the 
Board's decisions dare not be guestioned? Mr. Stcin pre- 
tends not to sec that there is a mighty distinction between 
debating the dccisiong within the community. and chal- 
lenging them by a deputation t a Government Minister so 
that. the ‘will of a few should override the will of the lafac 
majority If the precedent created by the A.J.A. became 
the accepted procedure, the incvitable effect would be chaos 
in Anglo-Jewry and the break-up of the community as, in 
any sense, an organised bods

Executive Committee. These women workers paid 
all the expenses of the party, and they-made the 
cakes and gateaux in their Own homes from their 
rations. It was the-second party given by these 
workers in three months. hae 

Ninety per cent of the wounded soldiers, dressed 
in hospital blue, were non-Jews, and. they were 
served with a strictly kasher meal, About 40 
helpers. gave their services. Among the helpers 
was Miss. Laura Scott, Founder-Chairman of the 
North-West London Services Welfare Committee 
(under the auspices of the Association of Jewish 
Ex-Servicemen), She ard the members of hei 
Committee enterfain small parties of wounded 
soldiers every Thursday at the Balfour Club. | 

** Jewish hospitality cannot be surpassed; it is 
second to none,” said one of the wounded soidiers 
to me. “* The friendship and hospitality here have 
been so personal and intimate that it has made 
me forget that I have to be in hospital for another 
eight or nine months,” said another soldier.

“WAXED FAT AND KICKED” 
Iraqi and Egyptian Reactionaries 


It might be well for the British Foreign Office 
to examine the whole policy of the grant of entry 
and transit permits into and through Palestine to 
Egyptian and fraqi non-Jewish travellers (writes 
our Jerusalem correspondent) in view of the con- 
sidcrable difficulties which both countries are caus- 


ing for Palestinians and British subjects wishing to 


visit or cross their territories. 

The Palestine Government Chief Secretary, Mr. 
J. W. V. Shaw, recently affirmed that the Palestine 
Government could take no steps in_this matter or 
make representations to cither the Egyptian or the 
Iraqi Governments; but undoubtedly the Forcign 
Office could take suitable action after proper 
cxamination. 

As the result of a scathing letter published in the 
Pacestine Post recently, the Iragi Consulate in 
Jerusalem issued a statement declaring, inter alia, 
“ The Iragi Government does not oppose the grant 
of transit visas to Jews who are not under suspicion 
or who do not constitute a danger to Iraqi security, 
such as Government employees, petrolcum com- 
pany personnel, and other well-known persons.” 

Ouvite apart from the fact that the total number 
of such persons at the most gencrous estimate does 
not exceed -a couple of thousand, it is not they who 
apply for transit visas but the Government or the 
companies by whom they are employed. What 
Irag, therefore, has done is to. impose a blanket 
prohibition on all Jews who wish to cross its terri- 
iory on commercial or other legitimate business. 
This is not even denied by the Iraqi Consulate, 
which merely specifies the classes of Jews which its 
Government allows to cross its territory (the Con- 
sular statement made it clear that it alluded only 
to transit visas). All other Jews, it transpires, are

Take the case of ge It takes nowadays any- 
thing from six to eight weeks as a normal proce- 
dure to get a permit to visit Egypt for a maximum 
of 15 days. This applies equally to Palestinian 
citizens and British subjects. All applications made 
in Jerusalem are referred to the Foreign Ministry 
in Cairo, where (to your correspondent 5 personal 
knowledge) the considerably overstafied Passports 
Section—they have at least four times as many 
clerks as they need—judicially consider each case 
over many cups of black coffee and cigarettes 
for weeks on end. In most civilian cases the answers 
at the end of a couple of months are more often 
than not a refusal to grant a permit. Indeed, the 
considerable advantages which Egypt has derived 
from this war through the spending of the Allied 
Armies reminds me of Deuteronomy xxxii, 15. 

* * Deuteronomy xxxii., 15, reads: “ But Jeshurun waxed 
fat, and kicked: thow art waxen fat, thow art grown thick, 
thou art covered with fatness; then he forsook God which 
made him, and liehtly esteemed the Rock of his salvation.” 


A Concrete Case 


The amazing story of how a British woman was 
refused a visa to cross Iraq on her way to 
Palestine because her passport stated “ born in 
Palestine has come to my knowledge through 
a letter she wrote to her parents, who live in 
Jerusalem, Mr. and Mrs. Henry Orushkes. | 

The unlucky traveller is Mrs. Holman, wife of 
Lieut.-Colonel Simon M. Holman, R.A.M.C., of 
Birmingham, at present stationed in India, Mrs. 
Holman wrote that she received a letter of autho- 
rity from Headquarters in Delhi saying that she 
could proceed by whichever route she chose from 
India, via cither Egypt or Iraq. “ I stupidly chose 
via Iraq, as I thought i easier to get a passage 
viekly.” 

5 Whee she arrived at Karachi from Agra, where 
her husband is stationed, she arranged her pas- 
sage and even obtained Iraqi money. She met 
the Jraqi Vice-Consul at Karachi, she writes, and 
was immediately invited by him to luncheon with 
the Consul. On mentioning that she needed a 
transit visa they said certainly, it was only a 
question of formality and would be granted within 
five minutes of the request. 

On the day before sailing she went to the Con- 
sulate. and there the Consul refused to give a visa, 
saying the reason was “ purely political.” When 
he discovered she was born in Palestine he took 
it immediately for granted that Mrs. Holman was 
Jewish, and said, * As Iraqi Arabs support Arab 
federation, we ‘have introduced a new law prohibit- 
ing Jews going to Palestine via Iraq.” 

She added in her letter home: “ It is so typical 
of Arabs that, although the Consul knew me 
personally and gave a special luncheon in my 
honour, he emphatically refused a _ visa, being 
afraid of getting the * raspberry * from his Govern- 
ment. But looking back, 1 think perhaps it was 
an act of Providence, because if I .had gone 
through that wretched country I might have 
landed myself into. a lot of trouble.” ’ 

Now Mrs. Holman must abandon her original 
plan to visit her parenis in Jerusalem until after 
the: war and intends to go straight to England 
when a passage is available.

SEVEN YEARS FOR ILLEGAL ARMS 


Five Jewish youths have been sentenced by the 
Jerusalem Military Court to terms of imprison- 
ment ranging from five to seven years for the 
Hlegal possession of six rifles and 214 rounds of 
ammunition, and for having been present at an 
assembly without lawful authorisation for the 
purpose of being trained in the use of firearms. 

Sevenieen-year-old Shlomo Milner was sentenced 
to five years’ imprisonment, and David Levin (18). 
Danie! Kaiz (19), and Abraham Stashevsky, and 
Gideon Pelei, both 20, to seven years’ imprison- 
ment each, wih special treatment. 

The accused declared in court that they actively 
opposed terrorism, They were arrested on Feb- 
ruary 23 near Kvuizat Hahugim in the neighbour- 
hood of Jericho, while having firing practice at a 
target.

A LESSON FROM UGANDA 


Wizo Speaker’s Encounter With 
Polish Jews 


Dr. Anni Samuelsdorfi, who has arrived on a 
three months’ visit to this country from Palestine 
on behalf of the Wizo, addressed a mecting of 

the Federation of Women 
Zionists at Gunter’s, Park Lane, 
W.1, last week. Mrs. Robert B. 
Solomon presided. 

Dr. Samuelsdorff, who is a 
lawyer by profession, has for the 
past 10 years lived in Palestine, 
and before that she worked on 
the European Continent on be- 
half of the youth groups. She 
has undertaken a number of 
tours abroad for the Wizo, and 
has previously visited Britain. 

In her address, she described 
the atmosphere in Palestine when Rommel was at 
the gates of Alexandria, and said there was no 
Jew there who was not prepared to make a fight 
of it—the recruiting ‘figures jumped to 20,000 at 
that time. 

Then came the miracle of El Alamein, and 
Palestiné had known peace again, and was a 
country bristling with life and activity. But they 
had their deep worries, arising out of the situation 
of their brethren in Europe. They were eager to 
absorb the many Jewish refugees, and at no time, 
because of the expansion of activity, had it been 
easier to absorb them. 

In face of the endeavours being made in certain 
quarters to try to foster the idea of the repatria- 
tion of European Jews to European countries 
after the war, she continued, she related, for the 
first time in public, certain facts connected with 
some groups of Polish Jews. 

Every one of the Teheran immigrants, continued 
Dr. Samuelsdorff, had a chance to get a certifi- 
cate for Palestine. There was a special allocation 
for that purpose, and although they could not 
take them in. one batch, ae | brought them in 
gradually and long ago cieared them from 
Teheran. 


Did Not Want to go to Palestine 


But there were some Polish Jews who said théy 
did not want to go to Palestine—although it 
should be said to the honour of the Jewish people 
that such Jews were few and far between. Some 
of these Polish Jews were simply Polish patriots 


who wanted to go back to Poland together with , 


the Gentile Poles, Thus a certain section of them 
was taken with the Gentile Poles to Africa. 

Dr. Samuelsdorfi, some time later, was return- 
ing to Palestine from a visit to South Africa, and 
in Nairobi she was asked to visit a Polish camp 
in Uganda en route, where a number of Jewish 


families were said to be suffering great difficul-- 


ties. She did so, and found a huge, extremely 
primitive camp of huts in virgin forest, lacking 
even simple furniture, Here were gathered Polish 
Jewish men, women, and children. 

The story of their sufferings at the hands of 
their Gentile Polish fellow-refugees, she said, was 
unbelievable—anti-Semitic ‘persecution went on 
day and night, and the chief sufferers were the 
children, who had to go to school with ‘the other 
Polish children. The adults implored her now to 
get the children to Palestine, at least; they them- 
selves had forfeited, their right to the certificates. 

When she got back to Eretz Yisrael she placed 
the whole facts before the late Henrietta Szold, 
who promised to do what she could, and before 
many months had. passed, Miss Szold herself went 
to Haifa port to welcome home these Uganda 
Polish Jewish children. | 

The speaker dealt also with the splendid contri- 
bution to the war effort of the Palestinian A.T.S.., 
many of whom were now serving in Italy, and she 
described the successful social and other work of 
the Wizo, whose advice on food questions was 
sought by the Food Controller, and who had 
opened restaurants in Palestine where good meals 
could be bought cheaply. 
opened flourishing handicraft shops, which. inci- 
dentally, were well patronised by the United 
Nations” troops seeking gifts “ totzeret Ha'aretz.”

Dr. Altmann and Mr. Aaron Wright, President 
of the Jewish National Fund, thanked Viscount 
Samuel for his close personal interest and leader- 
ship as Chairman, throughout the campaign. 

Expressing his pleasure that this achievement 
represented a record for any project of its kind. 
Viscount Samuel paid tribute to the initiative and 
enierprise in the campaign of Dr. Altmann.

MR. BEN-GURION ON WAY 
TO LONDON 


Other Leaders A’so Coming 


Mr. David Ben-Gurion, Chairman of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, has left Cairo on his way to 
London. 

In a farewell statement to the Central Com- 
mittee of the, Palestine Jewish Labour Party 
(Mapai) in Tel-Aviv, Mr.. Ben-Gurion said that 
the San Francisco Conference would apparently 
not discuss the Palestine problem, “ but we ought 
to be ready for both favourable and unfavourable 
solutions,” he added. 

“ Should the decision be unfavourable for ws,” 
he declared, “ we won't pin all our hopes solely 
on talks with the rulers of the world. There is 
one factor which cannot be _ disregarded—the 
Yishuv—and it cannot be done away with by mere 
words. We have concentrated our demands on 
three points which actually are one. The first 
is to open the gates of Palestine—and this we shall 
persist in also in the event of an unfavourable 
decision—but it is clear that immigration on a 
large scale cannot be carried out without changes 
in the political regime; the second is for the 
Jewish Agency to be invested with the control 
of immigration; and the third is for contro] of 
the reconstruction and development of the country. 


“Never So Afraid of Leaving ” 


“1 was never so afraid of leaving the country 
as | am now,” Mr. Ben-Gurion said in conclu- 
sion. “ Everything is so different now from what 
it used to be, Let everyone harness himself and 
be prepated to fill the gaps.” 

At the same meeting Mr. Eliezer Kaplan, who 


is leaving for the United States at the end of this. 


month, outlined the purpose of his mission, which 
was, firstly, to secure the Zionist budget; secondly, 
to arrange for help for European Jewry. in con- 
junction with the Joint Distribution Committee: 
and, lastly, to bring to the notice of the American 
public the reports of the Jewish Agency and other 
experts on the possibilities of post-war 
reconstruction in Palestine. 

Mr. David Remez, Chairman of the Vaad 
Leumi, is to leave for London within a few days 
for political discussions.

ARAB LEAGUERS SPEED UP FOR

delegates from seven countries, Egypt, Iraq, Saudi 
Arabia, Syria; Lebanon, Yemen, and Palestine 
(Musa el Alami is the last named’s representative), 
approved, with a number of amendmenis, the text 
of the constitution of the Arab League which was 
drafted at the conference of Arab Foreign 
Ministries held. last month.

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PLIGHT OF BUDAPEST 
SURVIVORS 


Swedish Officials Saved Thousands 
Jews 


Ten thousand orphaned Jewish children are 
living in appalling conditions in Budapest, accord- 
ing to reliable information from the Hungarian 
capital, cables our Balkans correspondent. Most 
of the children are ill because of shortage of 
food, and yo gen epidemics are spreading. 
Only about 1, orphans are sheltered in hostels, 

An International Red Cross Commission, headed 
by Dr. Ernest’ Marton, is shortly leaving for Buda- 

This is the first body to take relief to the 
Jews of the Hungarian capital and other cities. 
Several truckloads of food have already been 


dispatched to Buda ; 

The Palestine ice and the American Joint 
Distribution Commatee are also NMarting relief 
work. 

A report received some days ago by the Swedish 
newspaper STOCKHOLMS TIDNINGEN states that 
out of 250,000 Jews originally in Budapest, 
150.000 have survived. Of the remainder, 20,000 
died of starvation in concentration camps; 30,000 
were sem to Germany for compulsory labour; 
15,000 are doing fortification, work near the 
Austrian frontier; and 35,000 were murdered by 
Arrow Cross men, $.S_ troops, and the Gestapo. 

A Hungarian who recently arrived in Sweden 
has described to the Stockholm newspaper DaGens 
Nyuerer how an atiaché at the Swedish Legation 
in Budapest, Raoul Wallenberg, and a Swedish 
lecturer at the Budapest University, Waldemar 
Langlet, helped the Jews before the city was 
liberated by the Red Army. 


Szallasi Gives Way 


One evening the Hungarian Minister of the [n- 
terior announced over the radio thal protective 
passports were invalid. Wallenberg called on the 
Arrow Cross leader (Szalasi), who asked him why 
the Swedes should protect Hungarian Jews. 
Wallenberg’s reply was a lecture on humanity and 
after negotiations lasting an hour he returned 
with Szalasi’s written declaration that the Swedish 
safe-conduct passes were valid. | 

Wallenberg arranged for the accommodation of 
- some 5,000 Jews in so-called Swedish hauses with 
extra-territoriai rights, At night he fetched from 
the prisons people who had been arrested despite 
their safe-conduct passes. In the middle of the 
night he carried medicaments to Swedish houses 
and arranged for the nursing of sick persons, 
since nohody was allowed to leave his house. 

Once, Wallenberg learned that the Hungarian 
military authorities intended to take some inhabt- 
tants of Swedish houses. for labour service. 
Negotiations with the staff were unsuccessful. The 
Commander declared: “If your -protégés fail to 
report, they will be considered deserters and will 
. be hanged.” 

* On his reiuen, Wallenberg tound that a patrol 
was fetching men fit to work. -He said to the 
commander of the patrol: “ This is Swedish 
territory: you have no business here. Nobody 
is to leave. If you try to take anybody away, 
you will have to deal with me. As long as I am 
alive, nobody will leave here. You will have to 
shoot me first.” , 

More negotiations followed and Wallenberg 
got a document releasing Swedish-protected Jews 
from labour service. 

The same night the attaché learned that 11! 
persons in possession of safe-conduct certificates 
had beeh arrestea by the Gestapo and loaded on 
to a railway wagon. When he arrived at the 
station, the train had dlready left for Vienna, 

He followed by car, reaching the train near the 
German frontie:, and intervened with the com- 
mander, His protégés were released. The re- 
maining Jews whom nobody could save continued 
on ther journey in the crowded, filthy wagons 
to Germany 


“ Protection Letter” Biull 


The Swedish Red Cross representative, Langliet. 
saved 2,000 Jews, including babies, who were 
unable to obtain” safe-conduct passes, by issuing 
special protection Ictters with the German, Hun- 
garian, French, and Russian text printed in gold. 
with photographs and signatures, stamps and 
seals, which looked very important. These docu- 
ments sawed many people from the concestration 
camps, from being pillaged, and even from death. 

Catholic monks and nups hid thousands of 
persecuted people in their monasteries. In one 


convent there was a secret printing office which’ 


manufactured identity cards. ©When Szalasi’s 
thugs once demanded one million pengé for the 
release of several Jews both the Benedictines and 
the Cistercians shared in paying the ransom. 

The department of the Swedish Legation in 
Budapest whose task was to protect 5,000 Jews 
had a staff of 350. 

The Swiss Legatioa, which was doing the same 
kind of work but had no flats available for its 
protégés, accommodated them in Swedish houses. 

After the Szalasi coup d'état, Wallenberg had 
his car stolen. but he managed to procure a 
bicycle on which he rode for days, making inspec- 
tions, Before the Arrow Cross men left Budapest 
Wallenbefg succeeded in accommodating several 
thousand Jews in Pest, which the Russians were 
expected to occupy first. plan was success- 
ful and most of the Jews who were in Pozsonyi 
Street were saved. 

The situation then became confused and the 
Streets were full of bandits ill-treating, torturing, 
and murdering. people. Farty persons, mostly 
Jews who had been employed as assistants in the 
supply service of Jewish houses, were abducted 
and il-treated, but the majority of these were 
eventually released. | 

Wallenberg disappeared without any trace on 
January 17. All signs indicate that Gestapo 
agents murdered him, states Kossuth radio,

_ THE DAY OF MOURNING 


Scenes in South Africa, U.S.A.. 
and France 


_ The Day of Mourning for the Jewish mariyrs 
in Europe which was proclaimed by the Palestine 
Chief Rabbinate was observed throughout the 
Union of South Africa last week, and ended with 
a _— meeting in the City Hall at Johannesburg. 

meeting adopted resolutions demanding 
assistance from the United Nations in the rchabili- 
tation of the survivors of the massacres, punish- 
ment of the perpetrators of anti-Jewish atrocities 
as war criminals, the opening of the gates of 
Palestine for Jewish immigrati@n, the establish- 
ment of Palestine as a Jewish Commonwealth, 
and safeguards for the equality of rights for Jews 
throughout the world. 

Rabbi Dr_ Louis Rabinowitz, Chief Minister of 
the Johannesburg Hebrew Congregation, was the 
principal speaker at the meeting. He described 
the plight of the survivors which he had seen as 
Chaplain to the British invasion forces, and 
declared that the United Nations must share in 
the responsibility for the extermination of the 
Jews as they had not taken appropriate. measures 
in time for the rescue of European Jewry. 


Dr, Rabinowitz’s Strong Criticiem 


Rabbi Rabinowitz strongly criticised the inhos- 
pitality of the South African Government. which 
had not femoved peace-time restrictions on aliens 
sO as to provide a haven for refugees. The Yishuv 
alone, he said, had rescued Jews from occupied 
Europe and had brought them to Palestine 

Jewish shops were closed in the afternoon and 
large crowds thronged the special Synagogue 
Scr vices. 
_ Jews in New York observed the Day of Mourn- 
1 BY holding special services in most of their 
ae Synagozues. Jewish offices and businesses 
closed between 12 noon and 1 pm. In _ the 
factories work was interrupted for 15 minutes 
heard addresses about the 
massacres of Jews in Europe and the need to aid 
the survivors. 

Responding to the call issued by the Grand 
Rabbin of France, Dr. Isaye Schwartz, the vast 
majority of the Jewish population in all French 
cities joined in the observation of the Day of 
Fast and Motrning. Synagogues throughout 
France and Algeria were overcrowded during the 
memorial services. 

The French radio reported on the observing 
of the Day of Fast and Mourning in Palestine 
and the Yishuv’s demonstration for the free entry 
into Palestine of all surviving Jews who wished 
to go. there 


POLES THREATEN REPRISALS FOR 
MASSACRE OF JEWS 


The Polish Provisional Government has threat- 
ened reprisals against the German population if 
Nazi atrocities. against. Polish prisoners, especially 
Jews in concentration camps, who are being mur- 
dered en masse, continue, the Polish Government 
News Agency states officially. 

Approximately 40,000 Jews have survived in 
former Polish territory east of the Curzon Line, 
according to a report from Lwow. 

All these Jews, the report says, owe their lives 
to friendly Poles who sheltered them during the 
occupation. 

A Jewish Section, under the direction of Dr. 
Philip Friedman, has been attached to the Repa- 
triation Department of the Polish Government in 
Warsaw. The department has. been. established 
for the purpose of repatriating Polish citizens who 
fied to Soviet Russia. 


COLOGNE POLICE CHIEF A JEW 


A German Jew, who for 1! years has been 
persecuicd by the Nazis in Cologne, has been 
appointed chief of Cologne city police under the 
military, government, reports the Dairy 
MAIL. 

He has 300 policemen chosen from anti-Nazis 
‘n Cologne to assist him. 


NEW YORK’S ANTI-RACIAL LAW 


Governor Thomas E. Dewcy has signed the Ives- 
Quinn Bill which prohibits racial and religious 
discrimination in employment. New York ‘is the 
first State to enact such a statute. Because of the 
importance of this law, which Governor Dewey 
called “a historic step,” he signed the Bill at a 
public ceremony in the Governor's office in. the 
State Capitol. 

A State commission composed oi five members 
will administer the new law, which empowers the 
_commissioner to receive complaints from a worker 
claiming *he had been discriminated against by an 


employer, labour union, or employment agency . 


on the grounds of race, religious belief, or national 
origin. 

The commission will first try conciliation. If 
this faiis, it is authorised to issue “ cease and 
desist " orders. Violation of these orders consti- 
tutes a misdemeanour punishable by a $500 fine 
or a year’s imprisonment, or both. Commission 
findings will be subject to court review. 

Individuals or firms employing under six 
persons are exempt, as are religious, charitable, 
social, and fraternal organisations. 

Operation of the new statute will be watched 
with interest by the entire nation and particularly 
‘by the States now considering similar legislation. 
These include Massachusetts, Connecticut, Cali- 
fornia, Ohio. and New Jersey. 

In signing the measure, Mr. Dewcy said: “ It 
must not be understood that the State is here 
attempting to impose itself as arbiter of social or 
personal likes or dislikes, By -this act the State 
declares the simple principle that in employment 
there shall be no discrimination by reason of race, 
creed, colour. or national origin.”

FULL EQUALITY FOR 
CZECH JEWS 


Minister’s Important 
Pronouncement 


Czechoslovak citizens of Jewish origin haye the 
full status of al citizens of the Republic in 
everything. compictely and without reserve. as do 
others who are of different racial origin, says 
a statement issued by Dr. Hubert Ripka, Czecho- 
slovak Minister of State, on the return of Dr 
Benes to Czechoslovakia. 

All anti-Semitic laws, rules, and regulations 
which have been introduced there since the catas- 
trophe of Munich will at once be rescinded, and 
all acts, whether individual or collective, based 
upon those anti-Semitic laws, will be devoid of 
validity and law, the statement adds. The Govern- 
ment, Parliament, and Administration of liberated 
Czechoslovakia will take steps to ensure the 
speediest possible restitution of al! legal rights of 
Jewish as of other citizens. 

Czechoslovak citizens who have actively taken 
part in Jew-baiting and have exploited anti- 
Semitic agitation for their personal advantage will 
be punished, the statement continues. 

In liberated Czechoslovakia it will not be 
possible to restore the status of national minorities 
as it existed up to 1938. German and Hungarian 
minorities .must never again possess fhe excep 
tional, privileged positron of organised nationa’ 
groups which they enjoyed and misused up to thir 
war, Those Germans and Hungarians who remain 
in Czechoslovakia will have the same rights as 
individual citizens as the Czechs and Slovaks 
For these reasons it will not be possible to recog. 
nise special nationality rights even for the Jewis’ 
minority as a national group 

Zionists, as in the past, will be able to leav 
for Palestine and the Czechoslovak authoritice: 
will help, with frendly understanding, to organise 
the emigration of Zionists living in Czechoslovakia 
to their own National State, the statement goe 
on 

Dealing with the position of the Jews in 
Ruthenia and in the liberated parts of Slovakia, 
the statement concludes: 

“The Czechoslovak authoritics will willingly 
furnish to Jewish organisations throughout the 
world all available information and will welcome 
all the help which may come from Jewish organi- 
sations abroad to ease the lot of the Jews in the 
Cvechoslovak Republic.” 


MATZOT FOR FRENCH JEWS 


The Joimt Distribution Committee has allocated 
1,500,000 francs for the distribution. of Matzot 
to 40,000 needy Jews in France. The amount will 


be divided ecqually between Paris and th 
provinces.

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AT a time when the liberations of oppressed peoples and 
nations are delighting and reassuring the free peoples of 
the world, the celebration of an older liberation, in many 
ways even more momentous than the others, has a peculiar 
appropriateness, What it meant to following generations 
of mankind in general, in the religious and other fields, 
is written in the records of history—a testimony that has 
rarely, if ever, been fully appreciated. ‘At the. very least, 
it gave them the assurance that there ts a Divine Provi- 
dence directly at work among them, and that it had pro- 
claimed the human right to freedom. The choice of a 
slave people to give this message to the world lent the 
Divine impress to the principle of human equality, and 
set Divine approval on the very foundation of true demo- 
cratic institutions. The importance of these acts can 
never be exaggerated, and the teachings of the Passover 
become, therefore, the character of human progress, the 
light by which all nations must steer their difficult course 
to an enduringly peaceful and happier, because a God- 
diffused, life. | 
For Jews, their exodus and liberation has had its own 
significance, of which they dare not ever lose sight. Their 
deliverance from serfdom was followed by their dedica- 
tion to a great religious. career under Divine inspiration 
and leadership. To their keeping were given the Laws 
from Sinai, and all those lofty ethical and humanitarian 
precepts 
prostrate and distracted, teachings which, for that reason, 
possess a modern application the importance and urgency 
of which it-is impossible to deny. This dedication pre- 


ceded the entry of the Israelites into Palestine as an: 
By that sequence, it 


independent and sovereign people. 
stamped religion on the children of Israel as a vital, if 
not dominant, factor of their existence, Until. it had been 
religiously impressed, a Jewish nation was not to function 
in its appointed national home. Without religion, such 
a home was bereft of purpose and hope. Ihat conception 
was exemplified in the theocracy that led the people, a 
people ruled by the Law of God. Prophets thundered His 
dictates and warned against transgression. And the burden 
of their irrefutable message was that a Jewish Palestine 
without Judaism. would be a house built on quicksands, 
und would sink into nothingness unless wiser counsel 
prevailed. hat great lesson heeds most desperately to 
be borne in mind: Palestine Was to be the land from 
which the Law went forth, and Jerusalem the city whence 
issued the word. of the Lord. : 


there is another aspect of this fateful truth. To-day, 
as always in their “long eventful history,” Jewish eyes 
turn wistiully and hopefully to the ancient homeland. 


Some among our. people, and no doubt some non-Jews, 
criticise this longing for re-nationalisation on Jewish soil 
as mere nationalism, with all the sinister implications 
attached to that word. If that seeks to suggest that Zionists 
intend to set up in Palestine a narrow-minded exclusive 
and aggressive Power, then the allegation is unfounded, or 
will be, if the ordinances of Judaism hold sway. There is 
nothing narrow in the Commandment of one law alike 
for the stranger and for’ the native-born, There was no 
Suggestion therein even of a naturalisation law. The story 
told of the Moabitess Ruth’s warmhearted reception in 
Bethichem is a glowing and poetic example of the law 
of equal treatment for all. And King David himself 
was a scion of this stranger's marriage with a Jewish 
husband. No hectoring, exclusive nationalism or racialism 
there! And.as for aggression, is it not Judaism which 
forbids any removal of a neighbour's landmark, and has 
banned all covetousness! Such an allegation as national- 
ism im-its evil connotation, applied to the Zionist ideal, 
is a total misnomer—always provided that the spirit of the 
Jewish religion governs the restored Jewish polity, its people 
and its governance. ; 

While greeting our Festival of Freedom for all the 
mighty things that it signifies, the tragic fact cannot be 
hidden that never has Passover been celebrated in such 
conditions of gloom and defeat for the Jewish people. 
For five years and more whole communities of our 
brothers and sisters have been driven like cattle to the 
slaughter, their Synagogues polluted or destroyed, their 
homes laid waste, their little ones slain before their eyes. 
Cherished hopes have faded like a dream. Faith in new- 
born sentiments of equality have broken in the disruptive 
grip of harsh and bioody realities. The once dominant 
beliet that Jewish emancipation had come to stay—that 
lalse god to which so many clung and to Which so many 
were ready to sacrifice their religious all—has been un- 
masked in many lands as a mischievous illusion. and 


the sounds of its tinkling pleasantness have been devoured 


in the demoniac ravings about race and blood, spread with 
Sleepless cunning to the ends of the earth, with consequences 
the extent of which cannot yet be foreseen. 

Yet, we know that in God's inscrutable ways, this 
sciback is nothing new in the chequered Jewish story.

The Hagada tells us so: Jt was not only Pharaoh who sought 
to annihilate us; “in every generation they have risen up 
to destroy us.” And this strange, mysterious rhythm of 
oppréssion and rehabilitation haunts the Jewish people to 
this very day. For all that, the Hagada reminds us that 
“the Holy One, blessed be He, has delivered us out of 
their hands.” The Jewish civilian at his Seder table, the 
Jewish fighting men enjoying brief respite at the table of 
kindly hosts, can gather new hope from that truth. “ God's 
in His Heaven ”—and in the earth, too. He “ neither 
slumbereth nor sleepeth.” But Israel must be worthy of 
that sacred care. We must not forget that the war has 


devastated great numbers of our people not only physically , 


but spiritually. We have to recover our age-long ideals, 
and eject the curse of materialistic idolatry which 
afflicts too many of us. The war has discredited all vain 
confidence in material acquisitions, or should have done, 
and proved them but Dead Sea fruit. We have to find 
the way back to a loftier goal, and perhaps from among 
our young brethren at the fronts, who have looked death 
in the face and witnessed with their own eyes the vanity 
of materialism and disregard of God's Law, there will 
come inspired leaders to point the path to spiritual rebirth. 


EUROPEAN JEWS’ FUTURE 


IN some comments on the Dumbarton Oaks world-security 
scheme last week we referred to the proposed Economic and 


‘Social Council, whose duty jt will be to “ facilitate solutions — 


of international, economic, social, and other humanitarian 
problems,” and to “promote respect for human rights and 
fundamental freedoms.” Attention was called to the fact 
that these latter words had a clear bearing on anti-Jewish 
policies, but at the same time it was pointed out that this new 
body is not to be equipped with compulsory powers. The 
same point seems now to have been raised by the French 
Government in their suggested amendments to the Dumbarton 
Oaks plan. According to a dispatch to the SuNDAy TIMES 
from its. Paris correspondent, the French Government wish to 
stipulate that the International Organisation should watch over 
respect for essential liberties for all, without distinction of 
race, language, or religion. Accordingly, they propose that' the 
paragraph of the Plan which excludes domestic questions 
from the jurisdiction of the Organisation should be qualified 
by the words “ unless manifest violation of. the essential liber- 
ties and rights of men constitutes in itself a menace calculated 
to compromise peace.” This addendum obviously throws on 
the Security Council of the Organisation not only the duty to 
watch the treatment of minorities, but the definite responsi- 
bility for taking action in case such treatment, as has so often 
proved to be the case, prejudices the prime purpose of the 
As the Atlantic 
Charter now stands, with its bald declaratic1 conceding the 
rights of all nations to.the Government of their own choice, 
no action of the kind could be considered. It is much to be 
hoped that the suggestion now made—so characteristic of 
French perspicacity, realism, and humanity—will receive 
careful and sympathetic attention, both from the Big Three— 
or Five—and from the other delegates to text month's San 
Francisco Conference of the United Nations. Without its 
acceptance, the whole future Jewish position in Europe would 
be left in great doubt, and, with it, much else besides. 


NEW WAY WITH REFUGEES 

AMID so much tuat is dark and forbidding in Jewish condi- 
tions, the tribute paid by Mr. H. A. Goodman to the assist- 
ance given him during his recent humanitarian mission to 
Switzerland and France in the interests of refugees who have 
just reached these countries from German concentration camps 
comes with specially refreshing effect. He spoke of the assistance 


given him by the British Foreign Office and Ministry of Infor- 


mation as well as by the British Embassy in Paris and the 
British Legation in Berne—their. sympathy, interest, and active 
concern in his task. Most striking of all was his warm appre- 
ciation of the efforts of the Swiss Government, of the kindness 
and consideration shown to the refugees in the camps it has 
provided for them, There appears, in fact, to have been a 
veritable sea-change in the only too familiar grudging atti- 
tude towards these survivors from Hitlerism. Thus, despite her 
own acute economic troubles, in Switzerland a law has been 
enacted, providing that anybody who considered his life to 
be endangered for political or racial reasons and who had no 
alternative but to seek haven in that country, must be admitted. 
All one can say of that is that it offers a remarkable example 
to other and far larger countries, and justifies the existence 
of at least one small State. Further, the Swiss Government, 
we are informed, is doing its utmost not to crib, cabin, and 
confine these refugees, but to prepare them for a better life 
elsewhere. And the same spirit was manifest at the confer- 
ence in which not only the Government, but refugee organi- 
sations and representatives of refugees themselves, were invited 
to take part, the refugees being given an opportunity ‘to say 
what they thought their future should be. As Mr. Goodman 
truly says, it was indeed a unique thing in refugee history 
that the refugees themselves should be consulted. Given the 
same consideration in the evil days gone by, how many heart- 
aches might have been averted. And by how much will the 
refugee problem be eased in the future should the Swiss 
example be laid to heart in the trying time to come! Mr. 
Goodman’s suggestion that a representative of the British 
Foreign Office be appointed in Berne, with the specific task 
of dealing with the problem of refugees and _ their relief, 
seems eminently one for official attention, especially as a 
similar step has already been taken by the American War 
Refugees Board set up by Mr. Roosevelt. Meanwhile, hats 
off to the Swiss Government and people, the very suitable 
home of the International Red Cross.

A CORRECTION AND A MORAL 


Mr. Max SELIGMAN’S correction in last week's Jewisn 
CHRONICLE of a statement made by him in his address to the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club with regard to a “ Brown House” jn 
Palestine and the ill-usage by the police of prisoners there. 
is particularly weleome, These allegations, he said, he intended 
to convey as referring to happenings during the latter pari 
of the 1936-39 distutbances and at the beginning of the war, 
and he categorically asserts that they have no validity to-day. 
In fact, “during the past year the police have been 
scrupulously polite whe effecting searches of Jewish quarters 
and arrests of Jews.” We gladly gave publicity to this re- 
statement of the facts, not only as a matter of good faith, but 
because any step to amend the other undesirable conditions 
which he alleged could only be retarded rather than accelerated 
by misleading assertions, however unintended, It has to be 
remembered, nevertheless, that reports along these lines have 
for long been in circulation, and the authoritative denial now 
given of their truth at this moment by one who has been 
bluntly critical in other respects carries far greater conviction 
and is far better calculated to reassure uneasiness on this point 
than any timid tactics of hush-hush pursued in connection 
It forms, indeed. 
a striking testimony to the value of frank publicity. Had 
the rumours and allegations been allowed to continue, the 
result could only have been to intensify and extend credence 
in them and to exacerbate local feeling without warrant. In- 
stead, there has been a courageous dragging of them into the 
light of day, and a vigorous effort to subject them to the 
testing and sifting of publicity. It is ardently to be hoped, 
as We have previously pojnted out, that a thorough investi- 
gation of the whole governmental system in Palestine in 
these respects will be undertaken by a competent commission. 
if this results from the airing of these grievances liberty of 
speech and freedom of the press will have once again been 
vindicated. These are, of course, vital British democratic 
principles which have been carried to extreme lengths in this 
country during the present war, as Mr. Churchill proudly 
reminded us in his recent speech to the Conservative Confer- 
ence, Whether the spirit behind these principles is alway: 
understood and cherished in our.own community, however. 
lf it were, we should not be 
treated to the violent resentment of disagreement, opposition. 
or criticism indulged in by individuals, groups, and “ move- 
ments,” of which we are too often the uncomfortable wit- 
nesses. These manifestations are out of place in a democratic 
country, and wholly out of tune with its governing spirit, and 
the time has come when they should be, once and for all. 
abjured. As between too much light of public criticism and 
too much darkness; the former should always be chosen. 
Light kills few healthy bodies; but it is fatal to the germs of 
many a foul disease. .

For him, said Dr. Parkes, the Jewish people were 
still the Chosen People, chosen for their funda- 
mental contribution of monotheism and their con- 
cept of man in societty. While in Greece the 
philosophers had no connection with the lives of 
ordinary men and women, in Palestine there was a 
new fact of immense valuc: the thinkers of the 

le were directly concerned with the laws and 
ife of the nation, it was through their laws. which 
anticipated public opinion, thal the religion of the 
ophets became the religion of the whole people. 
The most significant contribution of Judaism to 
the world was its solution of the problem of estab- 
lishing a permanent and constructive relationship 
between those concerned with principles and those 
concerned with power—that solution was the rabbi- 
nical system, which was preserved in integrity for 
over 1,000 years in the diaspora. 

After the emancipation in the 19th century, Jews 
were active to foster social improvements, reforms, 
even social revolution, thus, in Dr. Parkes’s view, 
carrying on the rabbinical tradition. The longing 
for the return to Palestine, expressed in Zionism, 
was more than the Jewish version of nationalism, 
it was the longing to return to their laws: The 
Jewish National Home would not be a copy of 
any other society, t would be unique and Jewish. 
And the time was now approaching, Dr. Parkes 
felt, when those standards of social improvement, 
for which Judaism stood throughout the centuries. 
would become the common good:of all peoples

" Many sincere and well-meaning people are in- 
terested in the Jews as potential Christians, but such 
people will have no place in Christian-Jewish co- 


two faiths must be on the basis of Christians as 
Christians and Jews as Jews.”’ 

So declared Rabbi Kopul Rosen, Communal 
Rabbi of Glasgow, when he spoke at a meeting of 
Christians and Jews held under the auspices of the 
Glasgow Jewish Representative Council and the 
— of Scotland. in Cranston’s tearooms last 
week. 

Rabbi Rosen, whose subject was “A Basis for 
Jewish-Christian Co-operation,” said that mixing 
together and understanding each other were not the 
same thing, and he appealed not for artificially 
sponsored mixing but for an imteliectually spon- 
sored understanding which would penetrate into 
the minds of the group. 

It was a fallacy, said the Rabbi, to believe that 
any one religion had the monopoly of all the truth 
and that all other religions were falsehoods: if such 
was the case, then there was no basis for co-opera- 
tion. The Jewish religion was based on a back- 
ground of truth, history, and heritage. 

The Rev. D. B. Stewart Thomson, of Govan 
Parish Church, who presided, stated that the Rev.

OBITUARY” 


NORTHAMPTON’S “SOLE CONGREGANT ” 


Mr. Abraham Green, who has died in his 87th 
year, was Northampton’s oldest Jewish resident. 
and President of the Congregation for nearly half 
a century. 

It was mainly through his love for the Syna- 
gogue and devotion to his faith that the North- 
ampton Congregation was able to continue ° its 
existence after its membership had dwindled. Even 
during the time when it was impossible to assemble 
a Minyan, Mr. Green opened the Synagogue regu- 
larly every Sabbath and was the sole congregant. 


THE LATE MR, S, L. BESSO 
D.D.R. writes: 


Mr. Besso was a splentid cxampie of a man who was both 
a devout Jew and a devoted public servant In sheer 
judgement, wisdom, and sense of duty he was unsurpassed 
by any of his colleagues. These qualities, together with his 


great kindliness and gencrosity of heart, brought him the - 


respect and affection of the whole of the headquarters staff 
of the Ministry Of Labour and National Service, and indeed 


of many in numerous other Government Departments also... 


His courage was proverbial; during the days of the Dhitz, 
at about 9 p.m., while bombs were falling near by. the office 
feguards used to sec Mr. Besso emerge from the front door 
at the end of his long working day. put up his umbrella 
(presumably to ‘ward off stray pieces of shrapnel), and 
imperturbably set off on his homeward journey. Mr, Besso’s 
stalwart faith and devoted adherence to his religion were 
well known to his Christian colleagues and increased their 
respect and admiration for him. He lived up to the highest 
tfaditions of service and was in every sense a fine Jew. 


MRS. BERTHA CLAFF (Southport), aged 68, 
was founder and president of the local Ladies’ 
Zionist Society and Sewing Guild, and gave valu- 
able services as J.N.F.-Commissioner, for which 
her co-workers inscribed her name in the Golden 
Book. She, was Treasurer of the Southport 
Women’s Liberal Association, a member of the 
Lifeboat Committee, and an organiser ol a street 
savings group. Tributes have been received trom 
Rabbi Dr. A. E. Silverstone and Mrs. S. 1. Levy. 


MR. CYRIL LEVESON (London) was an active 
worker in youth and social movements in 
London. one of his offices being Chairman of the 
Dunstan Social Club, Golders Green. He made 
fine progress as a pianist and composer, and at the 
time of his death (which occurred whilst climbing 
Ben Nevis) he was a member of E.N.S.A.

CHAPLAINCY IN INDIA 


There has been corsidcrable correspondence in your 
columns, recently, as to the adequacy of Jewish Chaplains 
serving abroad. and I feel that we must look in two 
disections for an alleviation in the present position. 
Firstly, the appointment of many more Chapains, even 
to the extent of denuding Synagogues at bome, particu- 
larly for service overseas, where the need is greatest, and 
scoondiy, in the encouragement among the Servicemen 
themecives of voluntary cfforts in holding regular services 
and mectings, wherever possible. In the lattcr connection, 
it might interest your readers to know what been 
achieved at an acrodrome in India. My brother. L.Ac. 
Sidney Davidson who is serving there, wrote to Chaplain 
Lew. on the latter's arrival in India, and after some 
time, Mr. Lew visited the station, and held a mecting for 
the Jewish boys. They were all surprised at finding so 
many Jews serving there, and it was agreed that regular 
services should be held. Naturally cnough, Mr. Lew ¢ 
could not help very much directly, owing to the huge 
ateca of his diocese,”’ but he advised them on procedure, 
and later supplicd tallissim prayer-books, and several copies 
of the “ Book of Jewish Thoughts.”” My brother obtained 
the use of a room, and “ procured” a white flag with 
blye Magen David as tabiccloth, a carpet, and two candle- 
sticks. Mectings are held cach Friday cvening. These 
gatherings commence with a service, at which for want of 
a more suitable person, my brother acts as Reader, and 
then a gencral discussion follows. There are also several 
Jewish periodicals available. These are always cagerly 
pounced upon, particularly THe Jewise Cwronicir. The 
meetings usually énd, by an adjournment to the cantecn, 
where the native server is requested to bring forth such 
well-known dishes as lokshen soup: but as my brother 
regretfully poims out, they usually compromise and accept 
the inevitable tea and cake.—Mr. Liowet L. Davipson, 
56, Kingsway. W.C.2. 


Il was most surprised to read in your issue of October 20 
a letter from Private D. Black in which he made most unfair 
accusations against our Chaplain, the Rev. M. A. Lew. and 
the Bombay community. I feel sure I have the support of 
the majority of Jewish Servicemen in this Command when I 
say that the hard work Mr. Lew has put in on our behalf has 
been very much appreciated. Since arriving in India less 
than a year ago our Chaplain has covered a distance of 
approximatcly 80,000 miles, touring areas where the bulk of 
Jewish personnel are stationed. Waving regard to the size 
of this Command, it is unavoidable that a small percentage 
of the men have not so far been lucky enough to receive a 
visit from the Chaplain. In this connection it would appear 
that Private Black has little cause for complaint since he has 
been contacted by Mr. Lew on twb occasions during Jewish 
Holy-days in Bombay. It is quite correct that breakfast was 
laid out on Yom Kippur at the school where Servicemen 
were accommodated. This was done by Indian caterers strictly 


‘against the instructions of Mr. Lew. who was at the time on 


a visit to troops in Ceylon. While endorsing Private Black's 
remarks regarding the atmosphere of the Jewish Club in 
Bombay. | would like to point out that only a small percentage 
of the community are members of this club. The maiority 
of Bombay Jews—and,. indeed, Jews in every part of India 
I have visited—have been unstintine in their hospitality, and 
I take this opportunity of recording my appreciation for their 
many kindnesses Corporat G. R.A.F..

This. showed how cager™ those Jewish 
It was. little encouriee- 
ment to a4 man who is doing such excelicnt work for Jewish 
troops right in the forward fighting arcas of Burma. Pass- 
over is approaching and Mr. Jaffe has written to alli the 
units-in his area asking for icave for Jewish personne! to 
enabic them to spend Passover cithcr at Bombay. Calcutta. 
or Ceylon in Jewish surroundines He is also arranging 
distribution of matzot through the units and Passover gift 
parcels contributed jointly by the Jewish Hospitality Com- 
mittce in England and the Jewish Soldiers’ Welfare Com- 
mititce in Palestine. There are now oniy two other Jewish 
men in my unit and thanks to Mr Jaffe’s efforts we were 
offered leave to proceed to Calcutta. The other two men 
actually rejected the offer! The truth of the matter is that 
if any Jewish soldicr wishes to contact a Jewish Chaplain 
he can always find out his address and write to him—and 
from personal experience I know he will receive a reply. 
and will be duly visited. Uf, however, the soldicr has not 
enough interest to try to contact his Chaplain. who owing 
to a lapse on the part of the man’s unit may not know of! 
him, who is to be blamed? Certainly not the Chaplain 
I may add that I ami writing this letter from an area in 
Burma very recently won back from the Japanese, and Mr 
Jafie has kept in contact with me in this area. Only to-day 
I received a personal reply from him to one of my letters 
of inquiry about Passover arranecments.—SIGMN. STANLEY

MANCHESTER JEWISH EDUCATION 


I cannot help feeling that the defence df the Manchester 
Jewish Education Board put up in your last issue by the 
spokesmen of the Higher Crumpsall and the Holy Law 
classes is entirely irrelevant I submit that none of their 
Statements refutes even one single charge contained in my 
indictment, Granted that the Board had helped these classes. 
does that justify (a) the many blunders: (b) the  ciillu! 
hashem, and (c) the complete failure in co-ordination and 
consultation with which I charged the “Board and specific 
examples of which I gave in my letters? The Rabbi of the 
Holy Law Synagogue does not deny my statement that “ he 
can quite well manage without the Board's representative.”’ 
What then does he deny? The champions of the Board 
forect that I did not condemn it outright. In my first 
letter I definitely indicated that it had arranged for some 
inspections, a teachers’ class, and a youth centre. All my 
criticism on this aspect of the work was that mainly.on these 
activities. which were also carried on for more than 2 
years. by the Joint Jewish Education Board (not only in a 
limited sphere but for the entire area of Manchester, Salford. 
and beyond), tie present Board had “in the three years 
of its existence spent at icast £3,000-£4.000 more than its 
predecessor Frost and Rabbi Vilenski state. ** No 
doubt Dr. I. W. Silotki, the Educational. Adviser of the 
Board, can confirm that through the efforts of the Board. 
examinations for secondary schoo! scholarships are no 
longer held on the Sabbath.” The fact. however. ts. as 
any reader of your columns can testify; that the gentleman 
mentioned has carried on these successful efforts during the 
last quarter of a century, long before the present Board 
was ever dreamt of; and he would no doubt continue to do 
s© if the Board were to close its doors to-morrow. Several 
persons associated with the Board have made strenuous 
efforts over a long time to “ offer constructive criticism 
direct to those concerned,”’ but they have all failed. There 
was no alternative but to appeal to the Editor of Tuer 
JewrsH CHRONICLE and through him to the Jewish public.

GERMAN “ STATELESSNESS ” 


Your paper has on several occasions dealt with the question 
as to whether Jews now in this country who were 
deprived of their German nationality by the famous German 
denationalisation decree of November 25, 1941. are to be 
treated as Stateless (compere the letters published in your 
issues Of April 2 and November 5, 1943). Ik might, there 
fore, be of interest to your readers to learn that in the 
January issue of the Law Reroats a decision of a Divisional 
Court of the High Court of Justice is published in which this 
question was decided for the first time by British Courts. The 
case concerned two Jewish refugces of Austrian origin who, 
it was admitted, were German nationals at the outbreak of 
the war. They were interned but disputed the lawfulness of 
their internment, relying on the above-mentioned German 
decree, which had made them Stateless, and applied. there- 
fore, for a writ of Habeas Corpus on the grounds that they 
had been unlawfully interned. The court dismissed their 
application, declaring that an enemy alien cannot threw off 
his disability by relying on a German law which, no dime of 
war, purported to change his status from an enemy alien to 
that of a Stateless person; the recognition of such a change 
would be against public policy; the applicants had, ‘hercfore, 
retained their status of Germans and of alicn enemics not- 
withstanding the said German decree. This decision is of 
great importance for all the persons concerned ——Drar. Paut 
Aset (Dr. of Laws, Vienna), 252, Grove End Gardens.

POLITICAL SYNAGOGUES

1 
Minister of Education would approve scales which 
rovide the maximum award where the net 
income does not exceed £600 a year; the amount 
of the award tapering to an honorary one when 
the net income reached £1,500 a year.

But the Professor said, “ Two are used to make 
the Beracha for bread as on Shabbat, and the 


third is for the extra Beracha, dy. 
The middle one serves to join together the others; 
from it the Afikomen (dessert) is taken when the 
meal is finished. It is usual on Seder night to 
have only one course at supper and no dessert 
as on other nights.” 

David wanted to know why an egg had a special 
place on the table, and the Professor explained: 
“ The egg is there to represent the extra festival 
offering, while the lamb-bone is the symbol of 
the Passover lamb which was sacrificed in the 
days of the Temple.” 

The Professor continued: “ There is one beauti- 
ful custom we observe on Seder night even more 
than on other nights, and that is hospitality. 
Before we begin our service we say aloud, * Let 
any who are hungry enter and eat.’ And, of 
course, you remember the extra cup, called the 
cup of Elijah, that is ready for any stranger that 
might come in. It is to Elijah, whose passing 
to Heaven in the fiery chariot is a wonderful tale, 
that: we look for help and redemption. Very few 
families have not at least one extra person for 
the festival, and many. people ask as many as 
their table. will accommodate.”’ 

Miriam wanted to know, why the Hagada was 
recited, and David answered that it was -because 
of the words in the Torah that said, “Remember 
this day in which ye came out from Egypt . . . 
and thou shalt tell thy son.”” The father should 
make a difference in the ordinary evening routine

A GOOD SERGEANT MAJOR!

A CARTOONIST EXPLAINS 


The Brixton Jewish Youth Centre in Effra 
Road heard “* Vicky,” the News CHRONICLE Car- 
toonist, give an interesting story of his cartoons 
and sketch a brief history of cartooning.

CAKES AND BISCUITS. 
Passover Biscuits 


Fine matzo meal, 6 oz.; margarine, 3 oz.; castor 
sugar, 3 oz.; 1 reconstituted egg; grated lemon 
rind or other flavouring. 

Put meal and sugar in 4 bowl, rub in the mar- 
garine, add reconstituted and flavouring, and 
knead to a pliable into a tin about 
4 inch thick and Lake in a hot oven till lightly 
tinted—1!5 to 20 minutes. Cut into squares or fingers 
and cool on a cake tray, 


Arrowroot Biscuits: 


Arrowroot, 4 oz.; fine matzo meal, 1 oz.: castor 
Sugar, 2 oz.; 1 reconstituted egg ; margarine, 2 oz. ; 
grated lemon rind, or lemon or almond flavouring. 

SIEVE arrowroot and meal into a bowl, rub in 
margarine, add sugar and egg, and knead to a 
pliable dough. Roll out (not too thin) and cut into 
fingers about 1 x 24 ins. Bake on a greased tin in 
a moderate oven till lightly tinted—15 to 20 minutes. 
Remove from tin at once and cool on a cake tray. 
Handle carefully as these biscuits are very light and 


break easily. 
Spiced Fruit Cake 


Fine matzo meal, 6 oz.; margarine and cooking 
fat mixed, 4 oz.; 3 reconstituted eggs; sugar, 3 oz. ; 
dried fruit, 6 to 8 oz.; grated orange or lemon rind 
or a spoonful thick marmalade; mixed spice, 
} teaspoontul; ground cinnamon, 4 teaspoonful: 
soda bicarb., 1 level teaspoonful; tepid water, 2 
tablespoonfuls. 

Wash and dry fruit, sieve meal with the spices. 
Reconstitute eggs and beat up very lightly. 

Beat fat and sugar to a cream, add the eggs, then 
the meal, fruit, and peel (or marmalade). Mix the 
soda bicarb. with the tepid water, stir this in, and 
turn the mixture into a ‘shallow greased tin and 
bake in a moderate oven (No. 4) 1. to 14 hours. If a 
deep tin is used it will take longer to bake. 


Sponge Cake (1) 


Fine meal, 3 oz.; castor sugar, 3 oz.: 4 level 
tablespoons dried egg; warm water, 8 tablespoon- 
fuls; warm milk, 6 tablespoonfuls: 1 oz. mar- 
garine,; soda bicarb., teaspoonful ;- flavouring. 

SIEVE meal, sugar, and egg powder into a bow! 
Mix the soda bicarb. with the tepid milk and 
water, pour on to the dry ingredients, and mix to 
a batter ; add flavouring and melted margarine, turn 
into a greased tim, and bake in a moderate oven for 
about 30 minutes. 


Sponge Cake (2) 


Fine .meal, 4 0z.; margarine, 4 0z.; 3 reconsti- 
tued eggs; sugar, 4 oz.; grated rind of 4 lemon 
(or other flavouring); soda bicarb., 4 teaspoonful : 
tepid milk, 2 tablespoonfuls. 

Reconstitute eggs and whisk till very light and 
frothy. Beat margarine and sugar til! white and 
creamy, add the egg, then fold in the meal. Mix 
the soda bicarb. with the tepid milk and add this 
together with the flavouring. Turn into a greased 
fin and bake in a moderate oven for about ‘SO 
minutes.

PROGRESS DURING WAR YEARS 


The ‘8th ordinary gencral meeting of The Metropolkan 
Fiectric Supply Co., Lad., was held on March 20 in London. 
Maior H. Richardson, M.C., J.P. (chairman and manag- 
ing director), who presided, in the course of his speech

Rubber Plantations Investment 
Trust 


MR. H. J. WELCH’S ADDRESS 

The annwal gencral meeting of the Rubber Plantations 
Investment Trust, Limited, was held on March 22 in London. 
Mr. H. J. Weich (the chairman) presiding. : 

The. following is an extract from the chairman's address, 
circulated with the accounts 

With the plantations of the Far East in cnemy occupation 
and the Ministry of Food the sole purchaser of the exportable 
teas of India and Ceylon, only limited opportunities have 
occurred of advantageously varying or incrcasing our invest- 
ments. Nevertheless. during the year over 250 trans- 
actions were recorded, all designed to improve the quality of 
our holdings and the immediate of potential revenue 

Of the total investments held at a book cost of £3,174,308 
the quoted portion, costing £2,295.551, exceeded their market 
valuation by £318,194. This is comparable with a like excess 
of £703,786 at the end of 1943, thus showing an improvement 
in quoted valucs of £385,592. Against the depreciation we 
held free reserves and “carry forward" agarcgating 
£705,084. Part of the unquoted securities of a book cost of 
£165,388, cover sterling and currency holdings, mainly in 
Malaya and the Netherlands East Indices, which were liast 
valued by the directors in December, 1941, at £203,735. Only 
after the’ Allies have regained possession of the territorics 
mentioned will it be possible to make an up-to-date valuation 
of such investments 

The revenue of the “ Trust” for 1944 slightly exceeded 
that of the previous year, and after providing for taxation 
and all expenses there remained a net sum of £18,544, which 
has been added to the sum carried forward, now amounting 
to £155.084. No dividend is recommended, as the Board is 
of opinion that the “ Trust " should continue for the present 
to conserve its resources. 


TEA AND RUBBER POSITION 


Tea: Once again it is impossible to give a full review of 
the figures of production, home consumption, re-cxports, and 
absorption in various countries, as few of such figures are 
issued, ¢ prospects for producers appear to be reasonably 
good for years ahead, as supply is not likely to equal demand 
until some years after Java and Sumatra are recovered and 
the estates fully restored to normal working 

Rubber: Supplics of natural rubber during 1944 secm to 
have been more or less in line with expectations and were 
probably in the neighbourhood of 200,000 tons. They were, 
of course, far below requirements. It is unlikely that the 
current rate of output of natural rubber can be substantially 
increased until the important producing cowntrics arc 
liberated. 

As soon as the producing countries are liberated. the 
Governments of the British and Netherlands territorics wil! 
at first be the sole purchasers of rubber within. their respec- 


- tive territories, for there will then be an acute shortage of 


natural rubber. No announcement as to the price to be paid 
or other conditions of purchase has yet been made. 

In the principal producing countries rubber production 
forms so important a part in their economy that a rapid 
return to large-scale production of rubber will soon be re- 
flect in the prosperity and well-being of those countrics 
and their local populations. 

The output of synthetic in the U.S.A. during 1944 
amounted to about 760.000 tons—an increase of nearly half 
a million tons over 1943. The capacity of the existing plants 
is believed to be about 1,000,000 tons per annum. Owjng to 
about 60 per cent of the synthctic produced in 1944 having 
been made from high-priced alcohol, the average cost was 33 
cents per pound, although some plants, presumably using 
petroleum as a base, could produce it at less than 15 cents. 
During 1944 there was an urgcnt necessity to get the greatest 
possible output of synthetic so that costs were of somewhat 
secondary importance, and in many cases the plants did not 
approach their capacity production till late in the year. The 
experience of 1945 in costs, processing, and performance of 
the goods produced will probably enable us to see more 
clearly than at present the extent of the competition which 
natural rubber is likely to encounter from synthetic in the 
wears following the war. Fortunately for tyres and some 
other uses natural rubber is preferred to synthetic.
